Tuesday afternoon at 
1:40 o’clock 
after a month’s illness from the in­ 
firmities of old age.

state of Nassau, Germany, in 1833, 
was LH) years old. 
His ninety-first 
birthday 
would

May 8. 
Until recently Mr. W acom ’s vital­ 
ity was 
remarkable, 
according 
to 
persons who 
knew 
him. 
He 
was 
strong and robust and capable of per­ 
forming a day’s work without much 
trouble, although for the last four­ 
teen year 
he had lived retired. 
On 
his eighty-ninth birthday his eyesight 
w as 
so 
good 
that he was able to 
thread a needle without the use of 
glasses.

fourteen 
years 
old. 
They disembarked at the port of New' 
York and lived in that city for sev­ 
eral years, later, moving to G ettys­ 
burg where the elder

was attracted by the mining of cop­ 
ie r in a quarry then located on the 
site of the Catholic Sisters’ home on 
Wt t High street. 
The deceased was a carriage trim ­ 
mer by trade and was engaged in that 
business here and in Hanover for a 
number of 
y e a r s .

here also. 
During the sixties, Mr. Wassem 
lived in Hanover, but only resided 
th ere a few years, moving back to 
G ettysburg after the battle. Outside 
of those few years spent in Hanover, 
Mr. Wassem lived in G ettysburg for 
74 years.

Overlooking Los Angeles, Cal., is 
one of the world’s most remarkable 
mountain roads, extending from Lau­ 
rel canyon to the summit of Lookout 
mountain. While Just wide enough tor 
•ne vehicle, the road is perfectly safe 
for automobiles, as it is built to ascend 
by one route and descend by another, 
lite curves, hairpin turns, switch­ 
backs, etc., ere numerous, but all built 
so scientifically that there is no dan­ 
ger. The road is carved from the side 
of a hill which is so precipitous that 
In one place there are six levels rising 
one above the other, all visible from 
the same point; in fact, the hill ap­ 
pears to be terraced with the zig-zag 
of highway. The surface is of decom­ 
posed granite and the outside edge has 
been fenced with stout timbers. 
From the summit—occupied by a 
summer hotel—one has a view that is 
without a rival on the Pacific coast 
The ocean Is but a few milos distant 
with the Santa Catalina and San Cle­ 
mente islands on the horizon, while 
along the shore are the score of towns 
and resorts built upon the sands. 
About thirty cities and towns are vis­ 
ible from the summit, with Lot An­ 
geles almost directly below.

Immense Freak Boulder 
in the Berkshire Hills 
Among the Berkshire hills at Mass­ 
achusetts, near Pittsfield, Is to bs seen 
a tremendous boulder, weighing some 
170 tons, perched upon a flat rock, 
apparently so nicely balanced that a 
glance at it almost convinces a par­ 
son that but little fore# Is needed to 
throw It over. 
It is called the “Balance rock,” but, 
dasplte its name and appearance, It Is 
firmly fixed and makes no movement 
whatever.

Definition of Factory 
In modem usage the term factory 
covers any establishment, with its 
buildings and equipment, used for the 
manufacture of goods. The legal defi­ 
nition, however, varies widely in differ­ 
ent states, but is usually based upon 
the number of workers. One such ex­ 
treme definition makes a factory “any 
place where two or more persons are 
engaged in working for hire or reward 
in any handicraft.” C. D. Wright’* 
definition reads: “A factory is an es­ 
tablishment where several workmen sr* 
collected for the purpose of obtaining 
greater and cheaper convenience* for 
labor than th*y could procure Individ­ 
ually at their houses; for producing re­ 
sults by their combined efforts which 
they could not accomplish separately, 
and for preventing the loss occasioned 
by carrying article* from place to 
place during the several processes nec­ 
essary to complete their manufacture.” 
Another dlstinguiahing mark of a fac­ 
tory la the ownership of all the tools 
or implements of production by tho 
employer.
